Originally, the meeting was convened oy a numoer 
of workers in the Western District, who met in 
tne Wong Foh Yuen ( a 2 th '¥)) Teashop, Haiphong 
Road, on May 22, and discussed tne nign cost of 
living. at tnis time, no political influence 
was behind tne agitation. During tne meeting 
of SO workers on may 23, a worker named Zing 
Ziang Sung (Ra 4 ) (in custody) of the Hun 
Kee (AN%R) Nail Sarrel Factory, srenan Road, 
O.0.L., suggested tnat tne workers should join 
tne Eastern District srancn of the Chinese 
Lavourers' Welfare Association, 127 Rangoon Road, 
in order to secure assistance in bringing about 
a settlement satisfactory to tne workers. On 


June 1, after a strike had seen declared, the 
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delegstion of ten workers joined tne welfare 
Association. According to tne arrested 
workers, no material assistance and advice was 
given tne workers by the association. they 
denied having been instructed oy the association 
to intimidate tne workers of the tai Lin Unong 
#vactory, 624 Whashing Road, for wnich tney were 
arrested and cnarged. 

Questioning of Zing Ziang Sung shows 
that he has a neighbour nicknamed Siao Shantung 
( wh’ ) residing in nouse 26 Yeh vtuh Li 
( te {a2), Yangészepoo Road, who is a worker 
or the Ewo Cold Storage tractory and that while 
casually discussing the local laoour situation 
as affected vy the high cost of living, Zing 
learned from Siao Shantung thet, to enforce 
workers' demands effectively, it would be 
advisable for the workers to join an influential 
union. Siao Shuntung told Zing that he knew 
the executives of the Chinese Labourers’ Welfsre 
Association. According to Zing, while he was 
at the meeting of 50 workers on Way 235, he 
remembered the statement of Siao Shantung and 
therefore suggested that the workers should appeal 


to tne Chinese Labourers' Welfare Association. 
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On June 1, only 58 workers and 
apprentices of six factories went on strike. ihe 
workers of tne lai Lin Cnong ¥actory, 624 Whasning 
Road, failed to join tne strike as tney were 
granted an increase in wages from 6 to 8 cents 
per parrel made, wnile tne Sung Ling Kee ractory

Enquiries made by C.D.C-e 3635 and the undersigned 
ascertained the following:- 

During the latter part of May 1940 workers 
employed at various small Chinese owned wooden box 
factories located in the Settlement,including complain- 
ant's factory, presented demands to their employers for 
an increase in wages. Following the refusal of tie 
employers to comply with these demanis the workers 
declared a strike on June ist. 1940. 

At about 9 a.m. 11/6/40 a meeting of about 50 
workers took place at the Wong Foh Yue (241912) Teashop, 
Haiphong Road at which the three accused were present. 
It was decided at this meeting to approach The Chinese 
Workers Welfare Association,N0.127 Rangoon Road to 
negotiate for a settlement of the strike in favour of 
the workers. . 

Tek representatives (including the three accused) 
then proceeded te The Chinese Workers Welfate Association, 
No. 27 Rangoon Road where they learned that the workers 
of the Dah Lee Teang (Ags yma Box Factory Bo. 696” 
Whashing Road had negotiated with the management and 
had resumed work on the 9/6/40 at a rate of 8 cente. 
per box, i.e. 2b cent increase.

At 3 pem. 11/6/40, on instructions of one named 


Fong Chi Tong (7%7#£ ) an official of the Chinese 
Workers Welfare Association,No- 127 Rangoon Road, 

the three accused together with two others(not arrested) 
named Woo Sai Dur (Z#f9% )ana Woo Hai Ling (FIBH#:) 
and several othere unknown workers entered the Deh Lee 
teang (4{%5)ail Box Factory,No. 624 Whaching Road, 
and ordered the workers to cease work and demand 

from the management that they be paid at least 

12 cents for every box made. When the workers refused 
to cease work, stating that they were satisfied with 
their increszse, the three accused and their accomplices 


then took away the workers’ tools thereby preventing 
them from working and dragged two workers named Siao 
San Te (-/- =} )and Ling Pah (44% )out of the factory 
on to the roadway. é 

The three accused have been chargéé with Offence 
Against Public Order and Intimidation and will appear 
before the S.S.D.Court on the 12/6/40 when a remand 
will be requested to enable detectives to effeet 
the arrest of the accomplices. ;
